LONG’S CHAPEL UNITED METHODIST CHURCH 
1891-1991 


SS TOWNSHIP SULLIVAN COUNTY, INDIANA 


In 1891 Benjamin Harrison was President of the United 
ates of America and the Long’s Chapel Methodist Episcopal 
urch was founded. The church’s name was often written as 

g's Chapel M.E. Church. "An itinerant minister, Rev. Ed 
ng, held a protracted revival meeting at the school building 

j)55 the road from where the church now stands." The early 
hool was called Norris School, but people remember it as the 
ong’s Chapel School. 

The church was build on the northeast corner of the 

amuel “Uncle Doc" Sevier farm. Early historical information 
lacking, but we found that a comparable church during that 
time was built for $100. We know that the early construction 
was, at least partially, done by the church members. Perhaps 
all of it was constructed by the members. One historical source 
stated that the church began in the Norris School in 1888, and 
that the Baptists also met in the school around the same time. 
That article also erroneously listed the church as being built 
in 1888. 

"At the time the church was founded, the Farnsworth 
community, with a school, was about two miies southwest of 
Long's Chapei Church." Homes dotted the community for about a 
three-mile radius. A wagon tract ran from Farnsworth north and 
east to Long's Chapel. There was evidence of this road on the 


Tam Sevier farm. Neble Sevier remembered that road was on his 
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Uncle Ed's property and came down his mom and dad's driveway to 
the present county road. The churchgoers would meet each other 
as they traveled on foot to church. The congregation was from 
arnsworth, Caledonia, and Greenville. 

Walking was the camman means of transportation ta church. 
When the weather was nice, the walking was most pleasant. 
During rainy days, however, the church showed evidence of the 
outside conditions. Scoop shoveis were used to remove the mud 
from the wooden floor. 

Ed E. Long's first year of ministry with the Vincennes 
District was in 1890. He ministered at Lyonton, which is now 
known as Cass. The District Conference was held at Shoals on 
July 28-30. He attended the conference was listed as an 
Exhorter. On Wednesday at 8:00 A.M., he was in charge of tne 
prayer meeting. 

Six brethren "who were candidates for admission to the 
traveling connection were called forward”. They were 
guestioned by the presiding elder and also made their reports. 
The committee on the course af study reported the scores of six 
men. E. E. Long's general average was ninety-one-and-a-third, 
which was one third iawer than the highest score in the group. 
Long was licensed to preach. He was a circuit rider. 

During the 1870 conference, the presiding secretary was 
given a beautiful charm and a magnifying glass. The gifts were 
received "with feelings of profouncest gratitude". f paper 


read at that conference was "The Bible in our Fubiic School". 


The Vincennes District Conference was held in Oden on July 
[/—29, 1891. Reports indicated a "good degree of prosperity 
throughout the district, showing an increase in the membership 
|f over 2100. Eight churches have been dedicated and seven or 
eight more in process of erection". Long's Chapel would have 
een one af those churches. 

During the report of ministers, E. E. Long reported he had 
made 323 visitations, preached 113 sermons and at thirty-five 
other meetings, three funerals, and three marriages. 

Rev. Long's assignment was now listed as the Lyonton 
Circuit, mot just Lyonton. The Lyonton Circuit included two 
church buildings and 150 full members. The receipts for the 
circuit were Lyonton $130, Long $50, Mt. Calvary $70, and 
Morris Chapel #83. 

Farmersburg, Indiana was the location of the Vincennes 
District Conference on August 1-3, 1892. After the address of 
welcome was given, E. E. Long gave the response. This was 
listed in the program. This was Long's third year in the 
Conference, and he continued to be pastor of the Lyonton 
Circuit. 

At the state conference held in Salem on September 14-19, 
1892, Long reported 370 visitations and preached one hundred 
sermons, forty other meetings, two funerals and one marriage. 
The Lyonton Circuit inciuded four churches and the receipts for 


each church was listed as follows: Lyonton #130, Morris Chapel 


#100, Mt. Calvary #85, and Long #85. 


The 1893 Vincennes District Conference was held in Monroe 

y on July S31 to August 2 in a gospel tent owned by 
angelists Roller and Tasker. 

At 5:30 A.M. on August ist, a "goodly number met in the 

urch for a Pentecostal service. The central thought of the 

was "And they saw no man save Jesus only." A newspaper 

wt said that the "pentecostal service prepared the way for 

Long’s sermon." 

ας 8 A.M. the conference convened to hear Rev. Long's 
non "Consecration". 
John Ragle was licensed to preach during this 1873 
ference, and he became pastor af the Lyonton Circuit. Mt. 
oriah was added to the Lyonton Circuit making a total of five 
churches. 

Ed E. Long reperted 343 visitations and 145 sermons at the 
62nd Annual Indiana Conference held September 12-18, 1855 at 
New Albany. Long Chapel collected $85.00 that year. Rev. 
Long’s post office address was listed as Shoals. 

Joan Pigg recalled a story that her grandmother told her 
about Rev. Ragle. Dora Story, who attended Morris Chapel, said 
that the congregation was quite disappointed in Rev. Ragle's 
Preaching. His sermons were sa poor that it was felt that he 
should be dismissed. Being good Christians, the congregation 
decided that they should pray about the situation and pray for 
John Ragie. AS a result of their prayers, Rev. Ragle's sermons 
got better and better. In fact, he was considered, by the 
church, to be an outstanding preacher! 
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In 1894, the apportionment of money for our church was $89 
t only $79 was collected. This left a 510 deficiency in the 
urch budget. This seems to be the only early year when a 
deficiency was reported. The salary tor Rev. Ragle, who was 
upported by the five churches, was $500. Rent wae listed at 
|, Giving a $560 total. Monetary deficiencies that year for 
the circuit were #50, so Rev. Ragle may have received a $450 
salary. 

The Indiana Conference held in Bloomington on September 
19-24, 1894, included information that E. E. Long had 
yithdrawn from the Indiana Conference. 

A picture of Reverend Long was donated to our church by 
Aunt Kate (Sevier) Thomas. It remains here today. 

By 1895, the Lyonton Circuit had added the Dugger church, 
making six churches. John Ragle reported #85 collected at Long 
that year. 

In 1896, John Ragle was serving his fourth year in the 
conference. During that year the convention began reporting 
the number of members for each church. Collections were 
reported and the information for the Lyonton Circuit is as 


follows:

September 8, 1896.  Samuei E. Sevier signed the deed and Nancy

In 1899 the Long's Chapel Cemetery was opened. The first

Official documents show that the cemetery deed was dated 


jieptember 30, 1911, and recorded April 19, 1912.

P. Snow, Charles Ring, and William Marshall. Twenty-five 
dollars was paid for the cemetery property. 

The 1900 reports began the change from Long Chapel to 
Long s Chapei in the state records. Qur circuit was probably 
changed that year because of the report made the following 
year. 

In 1901 the state conference was at Bedford on September 
TS 252 Our church was now listed under the Dugger Circuit. 
The same six churches were listed. 

Several ministers served during the early years of the 
church. The complete list of names and dates is given later. 

An early record was made about “John Marshall, who was 
Crippled but got happy during the service and waiked across the 


front of the church".

Following Reverend James Todd's ministry at Long's Chapel,

iership, the church was "blessed with one of the greatest 
ivals ever held in the church. Many were saved during the 

.ng." 


"Many people over the county claim Long's Chapel as their 
early home church. A large group from Greenville, two-and-a- 
half miles northeast of Long's Chapel, used to walk here to 
church in the 1920s. A recollection was made of a three-week 
revival held by Reverend Wes Williams. Some of the Greenville 
people never missed a night of the long revival, traveling both 
ways on foot.  Revivals lasted as long as six weeks. 

For the first three decades in its existence, Long's 
Chapel was the cultural center of the community. The young 
people attended Sunday School, church, ana mid-week prayer 
meetings. The congregation presented religious plays, held ice 
cream socials, basket dinners, fish fries, and quilting bees. 
The members were clean and plainly dressed. Some of the women 


wore aprons over their dresses ta church." 


To accommodate changes, a basement was dug under the 
church τμ Ιστ» Rev. U. V. Farris was a "big help when the 
basement was dug, pitching in and working with the men". His 
wife was also a great asset to the church. She helped "by 
playing the piano and instructing her husband to sing on key". 
Rev. Farris lived in the Sullivan Nursing Home until his death. 

The basement provided a social hall, and a Halloween party 
was held. "There was a large turn out. Nearly everyone came 
masked, and ali had a gaod time." 

After the basement was dug, the pot-bellied stove, which 
sat in the middle of the church, was replaced by a coai 
furnace. A section of the old chimney remains in the attic. 

In the late 1920s gas lights, with mantles that had to be 
lit with tapers, were replaced by a Deico lighting system. 

Automobiles, which were rather rare in the twenties, 
became mare numerous in the thirties. 

During the Depression, the social life of the community 
continued to be centered in the church. The ice cream socials, 
fish fries, and basket dinners continued. Sunday dinners 
usually included neighbors eating at each other's homes. The 
pastor and his family usually Rad Sunday dinner with one of the 
parishioner's families. 

Williams’ Grove, just west of the church, was located on 
the Bert and Grace Williams' farm. For many years, religious 
and sociali activities were held there. A stage was erected for 
plays, meetings, and programs. People remember the good 


Christian fellowship they had at Williams’ Grove. 


The brick schoolhouse was closed around 1934 and was torn 
down in the late 1930s. The basement, which was dug aftter the 
schoolhouse was built, can still be located across from the 

hurch. 

After the schoolhouse was closed. the children were bussed 
tc Cass. The vacant school building was used by the church as 
a social hall. Paul Zaayer remembered going to rabbit feeds 
there and also falling through the floor. 

Early memories of Long’s Chapel were not always about the 
sermons. Fhrone Fadgett remembered that she liked sitting by 
the window during church. While this may seem to be so she 
could keep cool, this was not the case. She wanted to see who 
was outside. While meetings were well attended, some of the 
young boys developed the habit of staying outside and getting 
into mischief. Someone rememberd boys pecking on the windows. 
One time a minister left the service to go outside to quiet 
down the rowdies. 

"ñ homecoming meeting was held annually. This usually 
consisted of a week or more of revival services with former 
pastors bringing the messages. The meeting would end with a 
Sunday basket dinner. 

A revival meeting was held once a year and often lasted 
two to four weeks. The cold temperatures and muddy raads did 
not hinder the crowds. Most people wouid walk several miles 
each evening. At revival time, the devout members congregated 
in homes for prayer for the upcoming revival service. The 


cottage prayer meetings, as they were cailed, would start a 


eek or so prior to the revival meetings. Another special 
mr awer effort involved members gathering around the aitar for a 
session of prayer before the evening service startec." 

During the week that included December 9, 1939, a very 
successful revival was heid at Long's Chapel. About one 
hundred people were converted! Betty Lafollette, daughter of 
Jim and Gladys Lafollette, was one of these new converts. 

Some of those attending Long's Chapel in the 1930s or 
before included these families: Johnson, Fiynn, Wheaton, Snow, 
Marshall, Harris, McCammon, Smallwood, Thomas, Walters, Lloyd, 
Ammerman, Byrne, Davis, Robertson, Bledsoe, Jewell, Ring, Moss, 
Williams, Sevier, Corbin, Harrison, Keene, Pigg, Alexander, 
Vandergriff, Olson, Zaayer, Stinnett, Bedwell, Kennedy, Wright, 
Pennington, and Wolfe. 

By the 1940s, the coal company was providing free coal to 
the church. The church paid the hauling bill when necessary. 
Usually, however, Gilbert Pigg, Buck Sevier, and others 
volunteered their services. 

The Delco lighting system was eliminated when electricity 
was installed in the church by the coai company. When the coal 
company put a concrete transformer pad on Hosea Snow's 
property, he stipulated that the company would furnish free 
electricity for the church. This agreement continues today. 

The Rural Electric Membership Corporatian (REMC) had 
extended electricity into the community, and in 1945 Long's 
Chapel began receiving its power from this source. New wiring 


was required and was installed by volunteers including: Herbie 


Zaayer, Jimmy Vandergriff, Paul  Zaaver, Ralph Williams, and 
Walter Wiliiams. 

Flora Sevier was a dynamic, Christian lady. A story was 
remembered about her concern for a pianist. Ella Snow was an 
accomplished pianist for the congregation, but she was moving 
away to town. So, according to the story, Gilbert Figg married 
Joan and the problem was solved. We know, however, that Ruby 
Harrison, Gladys Lafoliette, Noble Sevier, Norma Walters, and 
others also played the piano. 

"Reverend Arvie Christie was the pastor in the eariy 
1940s. He served these five churches: Caivary, Long's Chapei, 
Cass, Paxton, and Morris Chapel. Each church received one 
service every Sunday! While Reverend Christie was at Long's 
Chapel, Reverend Neal Wallace held a revival service. Many new 
converts were made under Reverend Wallace's dynamic preaching. 
Prior to the revival, cottage prayer meetings were held in the 
homes. The homes of non-Christians were visited by the pastors 
and the devout Christian leaders. Often the church was filled 
to capacity. 

The attendance during the fifth decade of the church was 
good. On special days, such as Easter and Christmas, there 
might be one hundred in attendance." The congregation enjoyed 
the male singing group which included: Gene Smaliwood, Cecil 
McCammon, Walter Williams, Herbie Zaayer, and Jimmy Lafolilette. 

During these years, cars were still scarce and many people 
walked to church. The four Jewell sisters: Beverly, Maxine, 


Eiieen, and Mary were talented singers, and their voices could 
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be heard for miles. They often were heard throughout the 
community as they sang while walking home from church. 

The members of the church were very proud of Walter and 
Maxine (Walters) Williams who were called into full-time 
ministry. Walter is the only minister who came from our 
church. 

Alvin Stinnett and Donald Chambers, who attended Long s, 
moved away and iater became a ministers in other denominations. 

"From 1946 through 1950, the women held mid-week Bibie 
study one morning each week at the church. 

At one time Long s Chapel had a large women's missionary 
group known as the WSCS. WSCS was earlier called Ladies’ Aid. 
They attended group meetings over the district, where a 
missionary would usually speak. Long’s Chapei always had a 
good representation.” 

In 1947 the first Bible School for our charge was held at 
Cass School. A picture shows many faces familiar toa our 
congregation. 

"Through the 19405 and 1950s there were three or four 
classes of several teenagers. When Reverend Rosier served 
Long's Chapel, the Cass Charge had the largest Methodist Youth 
Fellowship  (MYF) in the district. The MYF group meeting was 
held once a month, and a bus was used to transport the youths 
to the meetings. Raymond Chambers was usually the bus driver. 
The MYF group gave parties, wiener roasts, skating parties, and 


other wholesome activities to hold the interests of the youth." 


A group for children under twelve was also active. They 
met monthly in various homes. 

"In the 1950s the church attendance was such that a 
separated class of adult men was possible. At one point the 
men's class held Sunday afternoon prayer meetings." 

Reverend Walter Williams conducted two family weddings at 
Long’s Chapel in 1950. On September 10, Lois Ann Williams 
married Wayne Smith. On Thanksgiving morning, November 23, 
Louella Tarrh married Faul  Zaeyer. Lou, Paul, and family 
continue ta be active in our church. 

Several repairs and improvements were made in the 1950s. 

Brown vinyl floor tiling was laid over the rough wooden 
floors. Paul Zaayer remembers that he and Tommy Lee Sevier 
worked on the floor project with Jimmy Vandergriff. New pews 
were purchased and were shipped with the ends nailed to boards. 
The center support legs, hawever, had no boards and had to be 


sawed off to make the pews level. This proved to be quite a 


chore. New Venetian blinds were donated to the church by Noble 
Sevier. New pulpit furniture was purchased. 
Gene Smallwood, who ran the grocery store at the 


crossroads south of the church, was appointed to oversee the 
foundation repair project. The building was jacked up and the 
brick foundation was replaced with concrete blocks. The chimney 
flue, which had cracked, was replaced. Also, the exterior was 


painted in 19564. 


1958-1972 by Joan Pigg 

During the homecoming at Long's on September, 1938, the 
speakers were the Reverends Tedrow, Burns, Shelton, McGuyer, 
Christie, Blume, and Williams. 

Ministers serving this church in the past fifteen years 
have been the Reverends Jahn Howard, Ralph Peei, Ron Kohl, 
Orien Stephens, Silas Christian, Robert Ringham, Ray Dixon, 
Robert Vaught, Paul Lewis, and our present pastor Rev. Roger 
Cullison. 

Some of the evangelists, other than our regular ministers, 
were Reverends Russell Taylor, Martin Story, and George Jewell. 
The singing evangelists included the Luttrelis and the 
Salvadores. 

Improvements to the building included installing storm 
windows in 1959, interior walls painted, ceiling lowered and 
indirect lighting installed in 1967, basement painted in 1970, 
a new piano in 1971, and the exterior painted and new hymnals 
in 12222.

As with all churches with the mountain tops came the 
vallevs. During these years we have been saddened by the 
passing of Gene Smallwood, Perry  Smaliwood, Thomas Sevier, 
Buzzy McCammon, Buena McCammon, Betty Goodman, Edna Marshall, 
Claude % Hazel Zaayer, Etta Walters, and Lewis Walters. Others 


have moved to other communities. Vacant seats often remind us 


of Jimmy and Maggie Vandergriff, Raymond and Leatha Chambers, 


Kenny and Marie Monroe,  Geraid and Mary  Zaayer, Irene 
Smallwood, Dick and Ruth Green, and families of these. The 
Lord giveth and the Lord taketh away. Others have come into 


the church and through their works and faith, Long’s continues. 

The coal companies have affected us in both good and bad 
ways. The community has been changed by the selling of 
property. The building suffers blasting effects, but on the 
other hand, the stripper has been good to us. In accordance 
with a contract made with a member when he solid his property, 
they pay our electricity bills. They have repaired the 
reported damages, made a financial contribution, and, very 
importantly, have provided livelihood for some of those who 
support the church with their offerings. 

We are thankful for material blessings, but even greater 


than that, we are spiritually blessed. Many of the people who 
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moved have found their way back to Long's. During 1971 and 
1972 we saw the Holy Spirit work through young converts 
assuming church responsibilities and witnessing for the Lord. 
This brings to mind "Your young men shall see visions and your 
old men shall dream dreams". 

In 1967 the Dugger Charge was moved from the Vincennes 
District to the Terre Haute District. In 1968 our name was 
changed from LONG’S CHAPEL METHODIST ESPISCOPAL to LONG'S 
CHAFEL UNITED METHODIST when the Methodist and E.U.B. churches 
merged. In 1969 we became part af the  Dugger Charge and the 
name of Cass Charge was eliminated. In this move we gained two 
sister churches, Hickory and Dugger. 

It is impossible to recognize each good deed, loyal 
service, silent prayer, material gift--the many contributions 
to carrying on the Lord's work which is our one goal, and often 
we feel we fall short. 

There are special services and traditions which have 
always been  uplifting-—-Christmas programs with the whole 
congregation joining in--Christmas treats at Sunday School-— 
sunrise services--corsages for mothers each Mother's Όαν--- 
programs by the Harmonettes--Crusaders--community sings--Charge 
suppers--Gideon speakers--lay speakers--baptismal services--new 
membership vows taken. 

PE is always a joy to see yeariy attendance pins 
presented, ranging from one year to sixteen years of perfect 


attendance. 
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Herbert Zaaver is our lay speakers Jasper Harrison assumes 
the cemetery responsibility, and Flora  Sevier makes contacts 
for the church when births, illnesses, and bereavements accur. 

People serve in to many capacities--church and Sunday 
School offices, mailing Upper Rooms, janitors, flower 
arrangements, lawn care, crochet work, etc. 

Long's is eighty-one years and has seen mountain tops and 
valleys, but if its walls could speak, perhaps they would quote 
Fsalms 37:25: "I have been young, and now am old; yet have I 
not seen the righteous forsaken, not his seed begging bread." 

Jeff Fulfard was born February l, 1973. 

Qur church windows were replaced in March, 1973. In Aprii 
the bottom part of the interior wall was paneled. A new carpet 
runner was installed in June. 

In September of 1973, the coal furnace was replaced with a 
gas furnace. The furnace was installed by Herbie, Paul, and 
Larry  Zaayer. What a great improvement! It was no longer 
necessary for aur volunteer janitors to build fires and carry 
ashes. 

Guttering work was done in October, 1974. 

Jason Fulford was born February l3, 1975. 

Jennifer Hays was born March 10, 1975 and was barred: on 


the following Easter morning. Herbie Zaayer, Jennifer's great- 


grandfather, assisted Rev. Cullison with the ceremony. Ed Hays 


became an official member of our church. 


The  annex at Long's Chapel was started in February, 19735, 
and it was completed in March. It was built by Hayes 
Construction and church volunteers. The iarge room, which is 
used for two classrooms and for social functions, has proven to 
be a major asset to our church. Tabies and chairs were 
purchased to equip the new room. The church interior was 
painted in June. 

On July 13 a beautiful service was held to dedicate the 
annex. Our District Superintendent, Reverend Charles Dumond, 
conducted the service. 

Reverend Tom Osbon and the James Family Singers conducted 
our revival in April, 1976. 

Long's Chapel was the host church for the Vacation Bible 
School of the Dugger Charge in 1974. The cooperative effort 
was very successful. 

The revival in March, 1977 was conducted by Bill Dunbar 
and the Gospel Notes. Homecoming was held in August, and the 


Speakers were Reverends Osbon, Jeweil, Stephens, and Williams. 


1978 by Joan Figg 
During the year of 1978 our average attendance for Sunday 
School was thirty-six and eleven for prayer meeting. Our 
superintendent, Kenny Sevier, gave us two challenges: one was 
a schedule for nursing home visitation, and the other was for 
bringing quests to Sunday School. Both proved to be effective 


and met with good cooperation. Sherry Sevier led the list for 


most guests. 


In January and February several services were canceled due 
to snow and ice. 

In April, Rev. Jeweil held our revival. We had good 
preaching and also good specials, thanks to the evangelistic 
committee. 

In May the ladies were honored with a Mother's Day dinner 
prepared by the men. Prizes were awarded to Connie Hays as the 
youngest mother and to Faye Zaayer as the oldest. 

On June 4, Rev. Lewis filled the pulpit for the last time 
as our associate pastor after seven years in that position. 
Since that time, faul Zaayer has filled the vacancy left by his 
resignatian. Long's was invited to Hickory in the afternoon 
where a This Is Your Life skit was presented in his honor. The 
dedication service for a picture in memory of Alma Bledsoe was 
held during the evening service on June li. Also, in June, 
during a Sunday evening service, a choir from Farmersburg U.M. 
Church brought us a program in song. 

Some of the evening services were dismissed in July so 
that members could attend the Camp Meeting at Cass. 

We were saddened when the Burton family moved. We rejoiced 
when Lori Marshali and Donna Cox were baptized and accepted 
into the church membership at an evening service in September. 

In October the same Farmersburg choir plus the MYF of that 
church conducted and evening service here. A feilowship hour 
with refreshments followed the program. The Community Sing was 


here in October. The ather  Üctober occasion was the annual 


Halloween party. 


In November some night services were dismissed in order 
that we might attend the Cass revival. Thanksgiving dinner was 
a charge dinner at Dugger with singing by the Ellis family. 

In December we had a first. Every year the men have hoped 
was would run short of Christmas treats and they would have to 
do without. This year it happened and they were pleased. 

When the Sunshine Class made their Christmas list for the 
elderiy, it was sad. Four people whom they had always 
remembered had passed away since December, 1977, namely Mrs. 
Effie Figg, Mr. James Vandergriff, Mrs. Lillie Keene, and Mr. 
Harry Davis. 

The success of our church required all our special 
efforts, talents, and attendance, working together in a good 
spirit. Some of the events we enjoyed were presentation of 
attendance pins, Mother's Day corsages, Christmas gifts to the 
elderly, birthday offerings and wishes, solas by Sharon 
McCammon, singing and piano by Donna Brady, piane by Janna 
Sevier, readings by Fhrone McCammon, Jon Figg, Edith Lewellyn, 
Irene Marshall, Donna Cox and Lori Marshall, singing by the 
Figg and Bolenbaugh families, singing by the men, specials by 
Kenny, Caren, and Buck Sevier, Gideon speakers, lay speakers, 
Janitors, church officers, those who led prayer services, and 
visits by the Harpers. τ 

Donna Brady and Sherry Sevier made the bulletin board 
interesting with pictures, poetry, and information. Donna kept 


an attendance graph. 


The men pianted crown vetch on the iawn ana removed some 
trees. 

Buck Sevier did a tremendous job caring for the cemetery. 

Irene Smallwood TE A NU the ladies of the church with 
a dinner at her home in Sullivan during the Christmas season. 
Irene also had some nursing home residents in her home for the 
dinner. Scripture readings and gifts were given. Edith 
Lewellyn helped Irene with the dinner. 

Edith Lewellyn did a faithful service in preparing 
communion and Paul Zaayer the same with the lay leader duties. 

Sherry Sevier mailed the Upper Rooms. 

Gilbert Pigg still handled the accounts. We were also, 
blessed financially. 

Al Bierlein filled the pulpit two evenings each month. 
Rev. Cullison, with improving health, was able to fill mast of 
his appointments. 

We look back to 1978, to blessings and joys, mistakes and 
failures, but 1978 is past. As the apostle Paul said: 
"Forgetting those things which are behind....I press toward the 
mark." Don't look back, look forward to 1979 and pray that God 


will continue to guard and protect us with His loving care. 


In May, 1979, Rev. Tom Osbon was in charge of the revivai. 


Kevin Hays was born November 18, i779, and he was baptizec 


the following January. 


Major improvements were made at Lang's Chapel during the 
1980s. In April, 1980 the exterior of the church was painted. 
New front doors were installed in June, and we got a new root 
in October. 

Revival services were conducted in May, 1980 by Al 
Bierlein and by Rev. Boyle in November. 

The Dugger Charge was moved back to the Vincennes District 
in 1981. 

The basement was renovated in March and April, 1981. Part 
of the floor had to be broken up, and then the concrete had to 
be  repoured. The walls were paneled, ceiling tiles and 
lighting were installed, and the carpeting was laid. The work 
was done by volunteers including: Jon Akers, Kenny Sevier, 
Lyle Fulford, Paul Zaayer, Larry Zaayer, Jay Burton, Dick 
Boles, and Mark Sevier. Little Jeff Fulford, complete with 
carpenter’s apron, also assisted. 

Central air conditioning was installed in August, 1981 by 
Paul Zaayer, Kenny Sevier, and Larry Zaayer. 

Rev. Jon Akers conducted our revival in October, 1961. 

Melissa  Zaayer was born August 20, 1983. When she was 
baptized in November, Mary Ann Zaayer took her membership vows. 

The men of the church insulated the building in March, 
ISS. In April the interior was painted and new carpeting was 
installed. 


Sherry Sevier and Mark Rader were married on May 4, 1983 


at Long's Chapel. 


Darin Taylor and Lisa Racer were married by Chuck Foweii 
on August 10, 1985. 

Rev. James Powell held our September revival.

In 1985 Long's Chapel had a membership of fifty-six. The 
average attendance at Sunday School was approximateiy forty, 
and twelve to fifteen attended the evening services. Our 
minister preached an the first and third Sunday mornings of 
each month and on the second and fourth evenings. Lay speakers 
filled the pulpit on the first and third Sunday evenings. On 
the months having a fifth Sunday, an evening sharing service 
was conducted by the congregation. Each person was encouraged 

@ to bring a poem, reading, song, or scripture. After the fifth 
Sunday service, refreshments were served in the sociai roam. 

Halloween parties have been held for several years. After 
guessing the faces behind the masks, everyone has enjoyed the 
wiener roast and hayride. Lyle Fulford, Kenny Sevier, Paul 
Zaayer and families provide the hay wagons. 

The teachers in the primary class did an excellent job. A 
great deal of time was put into preparing the materials for the 
children. The teachers were Janna Sevier, Mary Ann Zaayer, and 
Connie Hays. The children sang at our Christmas service. 

Other teachers included Peggy Mason, Paui  Zaayer, Lyle 
Fulford, Marsha Boles, Tiny Fulford, and Sharon McCammon. The 
classes were the Primary, Busy Bees, Willing Workers, and the 

EC adult men and women had a combined class. Paul Zaayer was a 


district lay leader and often spoke at churches in the area. 


Faul was also a Gideon speaker and worked with prison 


ministries. 


Waiter "Buck" Sevier was our song leader and Kenny Sevier 
our church lay leader. Eddie Hays was the Sunday Schcol 
superintendent, and Larry Zaayer was the substitute 
superintendent. The pianists were Joan Figg, Donna Brady, and 


Janna Sevier. Most of the other members were on one of the 
various committees. 

The coal company started buying the land surrounding 
Long’s Chapel as early as the 1930s. In 1985, the coai company 
owned most of Cass Township and neighboring areas. The Long’s 
Chapel congregation has moved out. Those attending commute 
from nearby towns. For severai years the attendance has been 
in the thirties and forties. 

The members of Long's Chapel are very thankful for the way 
God has provided material things for the church. The church 
has been able to establish a savings account above the 
budgetary needs. The repairs, remodeling, painting, and work 
at the church had mostly been done by the people of the church. 
Untii the last few years, the members took turns mowing the 
lawn and cemetery. Families took turns doing the janitorial 
tasks. The people would join together at specified times to 
clean the church, wash windows and blinds, and polish the 
LHDOTS and Ἱροθαρ κ m M ZE re 
Our church library consists of books donated by our 


members. Some of the books have been purchased in memory of 


former members. 


We enjoy our quartet which includes Kenny and Caren 
Sevier, Lyle and Tiny Fulford, and Donna Brady at the piano. 

The vinyi siding was instalied by Hayes Construction in 
May, 1986. The "1891" inscription on front of the church fell 
apart when it was removed. Also, at that time, it was 
determined that the church bell would not be removed from the 
belfry. 

The sign in front of the church was made and painted by 
Mark Rader. He also keeps the sign on the highway painted. 

The church purchased new hymnals in February, 1987. 

Clinton Dale Zaayer was born October 5, 1987 and was 
baptized on December 4. 

In the fall of 1987, one outhouse disappeared. The 
outhouse was thought, by some, to be needed for a homecoming 
bonfire at Sullivan High School. Kenny Sevier discovered the 
outhouse missing and knew where to look for it. School 
officials saved the outhouse from the fire by having it removed 
from the top of the heap. Arrangements were made for the boys 
to return the outhouse to its rightful place. To supervise the 
outhouse’s return, Kenny and Caren Sevier met the culprits at 
the church. As the boys unloaded and situated the outhouse 
onto its spot, the whole thing collapsed at their feet. Soa, 
they were instructed to haul the pieces away from the church. 

While Art Collins was our minister, we had a sleep-over 
for the young people at the church. This proved to be a most 
enjoyable adventure. Art knew the constellations, so we took a 


star walk. While Connie Hays and Sharon McCammon helped with 


the evening, many people provided food and donations for the 
event. Another youth overnight was spent at the 4-H Building 
in Sullivan. 

Vandals destroyed the remaining outhouse in 1988. 

The demise af the outhouses ultimately meant indoor 
Plumbing at Long’s Chapel! A well was drilled by the Wyman 
Drilling Company in April, 1989, and the bathroom was built by 
Hayes Construction. The construction also required the foyer 
to be remodeled. 

The restroom signaled another change at Long's Chapel, as 
we locked the door. People could not believe all the years it 
had been left open for ali to enter. 

Dur church was truly blessed in September, 1989. Jenny 
Smith was baptized on September 2. She and her grandparents, 
Norman and Sharon Pigg, became official members of our church 
on September 17. Also, at that time, LaDonna Falconbury 
accepted membership. And, the Evans family--Darreli, Barbara, 
Darla, and David became members! Rev. Herschel Williams 
conducted a moving service, and we were most thankful for our 
new members. 

Our annual church swimming party is especially for the 
youths who attend our church. It has been heid at Sullivan 
Lake, the city pool, and at Jenny Smith's house. 

During the summer of 1990, the landscaping was done by 
church volunteers. 

Dn September 6, 1990, Kyra Chubb was baptized at 


Sullivan Lake by John Byard and assisted by Paul Zaayer. 


November lith was Buck Sevier's eiahtieth birthday, and we 
celebrated with a pitch-in dinner at the church. 

As we look at 1991, this has been quite a time of 
rejoicing for our congregation. There have been many special 
events. 

On March Sl, a fiftieth anniversary reception for Buck and 
Mildred Sevier was held at Long's Chapel. They were married on 
April 1, 1941. The white limousine was quite a surprise. 

The open shelter was built in April, 1991 by Cox 
Constructicn. It was wired by Faul Zaayer, Larry Zaayer, and 
Kevin Hays. The coal company provided the materials, and the 
road was resurfaced by the county in May. 

Grandma Dorothy Brady, our oldest member, was ninety-six 
on May 11. Her granddaughters, Deloris Rich and Donna Brady, 
hosted a celebration for her at their home in Jasonville on May 
E 

Connie Hays and Mary Ann Zaayer hosted a bridal shower for 
Janna Sevier in the social room on May 18. 

Faye  Zaayer was eighty-three on May 18. In honor of her 
birthday her family gathered at her son Jimmy's house in 
Westville, Illinois. The celebration was on May 19. 

Bibles were presented to our graduating high school 
seniors on May 19. On behalf of the church, Kenny Sevier 
presented Bibles to Katrina Chubb, Melody Byard, and Jeff 


Fulford. 


Janna Sevier and Rick Cesinger were married at Long's 


Chapel on June 15. 


Lisa Figg and Patrick Simpson were married in Iliinois on 
June 19. 

Irene Smallwood was really surprised on July 13. Her 
entire family celebrated her birthday at a restaurant in Terre 
Haute. Her children and grandchildren from Florida and 
Califernia flew in just for the occasion. Irene was eighty on 
July 18. 

We were proud when Daria Evans led our Bible study on July 
24. Darla is only fourteen years old! 

We are very proud of the children who attend Long's 
Chapel. The Primary Class decorates the basement and sometimes 
makes gifts for the congregation. They are always so sweet 

Q when they present the gifts. Near the end ot Sunday School the 
young people sing a song to the congregation. Darla Evans and 

Jenny Smith play piano solos. 
Currently we are awaiting a minister at our church. Al 


Bierlein, from Farmersburg, serves as our lay speaker and fills 


in for us. He is a very capable speaker and most willing to 


share God's word. We are grateful for Al's many years of 


service at Long's Chapel. Al's home church has been especially 

supportive of Long's Chapel. We have several lay speakers from 

Farmersburg including: Jim and Jo Waters, Barb Seneff, Lloyd 
Hodges, and Dan Siner.

FAYE ZAAVYER’S MEMORIES 


I was born just north of the church on May 18, 1908. 
Mother and Dad moved about 1/2 mile west of the church when 
I was 1 year old. When I was 6 years, I went to Long's 
Chapel School across from the church.  Neilie and Ralph was 
Older than me. They would see that I got to school. Then 
Walter started to school, and I had to see that he got to 
school. We walked to school in all kinds of weather. We 
had te get up early. We had chores to do. We would run 
lots of mornings so we wouldn't be late. 

Nellie and I started to Sunday Schoo! when I was about 


B years old. Elia Snow was the Sunday School teacher. Dad 
and  Mcther went into the church when I was about 15 years 
old. I remember when we went to church they had a coal 


stove. We would have to sit close to the stove to get warm. 
The seats that were close to the stove had the varnish off. 
When we would have a revival they would have ta shavel the 
dirt out. 

I went to school until I was lá years old. The last 
year that I went to school I wes the cook. I cooked in the 
basement on a little stave. We had hot meals every day. 
Herbie would bring the bread and the ladies wauid bring cake 
and pie once a week. For our entertainment at noon we would 
play baseball. Then the boys had a basketball team. The 
girls would play. We liked one girl having snough. Hubert 
Sevier would play on aur team. The school where Herbie 
went, it burnt down. He walked to Long's Chapel to finish 
his schooling. 

Herbie and I started to date when I was 18 years old. 
When the roads got so bad, he would drive his car up to the 
church then walk to see me. Sometimes he would ride a 
horse. We would walk out ta the church. Back then there 
was much to go to. We always went to church then. When 
there wasn’t church, we would drive to Sullivan and go to 
the movies. Semetimes when we would come home, it would be 
so bad. One night it came (such) a bad storm that we got 


lost in the woods. We had an awful time finding our way. 
From that time on, we made sure we had a light. 
I was teacher of the Junior class in 1927. This is 


some of the kids that were in the class: Maxine Waiters, 
Louis Walters, Many Shields, Helen Shields, Dorothy 
McCammon, May Moss, Noble Sevier, Laura Johnson, Fred 
Jehnson, Geneva Walters, Dorothy Walters, Nettie Cazee, 
Lucille Wilson, Max Keene, Lloyd Keene, Irene Ruthie 
McCammon, Lucille McCammon, and Cletus Harrison. 

They put a basement under the church, then put in the 
coal furnace. We sure thought that was nice. The ladies 
used to meet in the homes and quilt. Then when they got a 
basement, they would meet there. In (the) fali of the yeer 
they would meet in Dad's woods. They would all bring meat 
and vegetables. They would cook them in a big iron kettle. 
They all had a good time. 
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We were married at Cass by Rev. HB. A. Eisman on 
December 24, 1929. We stayed with Dad and Mother for 
awhile, then (we) moved in the house behind the church. 

Paul was born on (the) lOth day of December, 1930. We 
took him to church, the first place that he went. We had 
him Christened when he was 4 weeks old. I am glad that we 
had a Christian home. We try to bring our family up in the 
right way. I am proud of my tamily. i love them all. 

Herbie and I had the MYF in 1953. This is some of the 
kids: Marilyn and Ann Tacket, Pearl Ann and Tiny Kay 
Monroe, Clara and Penny Smailwood, Ed Tackett, Judith 
Kennedy, Donny Chambers, Faul Zaayer, Jim Zaayer, Billy 
Zaayer, Randy and Rodney Smallwood, and Daren Amms.
